A Trip to California Gulch. 
CALIFORNIA 1550 
July 30th, 1860. 
Editors of the Mountarneer :— ; 


Agreable to promise I will proceed to 
give you a short sketch of my jpufney ta 
this renowned gulch. I left Golden City 
on the morning of the 16th, on an ani-mul¢ 
which 1 soon found to my intense disgust 
was about the worst specimen of the genus 
nula that it was ever my ill fortune to be- 
stride. It was only by a very liberal ap- 
plication of my two “persuaders,”’ (one of 
which giaced my left heel and the other of 
which hung fiom my right wrist, the lat. 
ter, I will remark en passant not being 
the whip with which Gen Nye crossed 
the plains,) that I could induce him ta 
leave a quiet walk; which pace, thougli 
admirabi$ adapted toa quiet contempla- 
tion of the beauties of nature 1s hardly the 
thing for a man traveling in this fast 
counti y. 


The scenery on the road is magnificent 
— the fist view we obtain of the cele- 
brated South Paik, being one of the most 
beautiful scenes that it has ever been my 
lot to behold. We appieach this point 
through a narrow defile, which gradually 
enlarges as we ascend, when on turning 
short to the right the splendid panorama 
buists upon our sight. As westand upon 
the hill the great Park is seen stretching 
far to the south, its surface dotted with 
trees, and crossed by several beautiful 
little stieamlets, with the 1oad to Hamil- 
ton winding its way across the northern 
end, the town being plainly visible on tha 
opposite side; the whole being surrounded 
by the grand old mountains with their 
summib crowned with snow, forming a 
scene of unparalleled beauty and magnifi- 
cence.

Letter from California Gulch. 
CALIFORNIA Gorcu,) 
July 29th, 1860. $ 
Editoisof the Mowntamcei : — ' 

T reached this place on the 16th inst., 
having been five days in malung the tip, 
The road from Denver, taken as a whole, 
is the worst one that I have ever traveled; 
yet it probably scams worse to me than to 
others who are more accustomed to moun- 
tam oads, for it was my first introduction 
to one. I am told that in point of ughness, 
itis yot to be compahed to most of the 
Rocky Mountain thoroughfu es. 

This Guleh is said to be the 1ichiest yet 
discovered, It 15 from six to eight miles 
long with an average width of about one 
hundred and fifty feet. Every foot of 
ground m tbe gulch was claimed a long 
time ago; I believe that nearly every claim 
has been or is about being opened. There 
is but little speculating in claims , those 
who are fortunate enough ta own one 
seem to feel confident that there is moncy 
mit and that it will pay them better to 
work than to sell it, still some prefer sel- 
ving ata good piofit, to working. 

The gold is very light and tt 1equues 
experienced miners to work the claims 
properly; while seme claims we yielding 
large'y, others are just about paying ex- 


Leaving this fair scene with reget, I 
jogged down the hill and across to Hamil- 
tou, where I was surprised to find so large 
and enterprising a town. The village of 
Tarryall, on the opposite side of the 
ereek, is an astonishing evidence of the 
energy of this region — the whole town, 
consisting of twenty o thirty large and 
well built houses, having been built, [was 
informed, in a very few weeks, 

I continued my journey through the 
Paik for about twenty-five unles, when 
the road again enteis the mountains, and

We have written fiom a 2inceie sense of 
duty, and with no deure to intensify the 
public feeling. We deplore these occur- 
vences from the fact that their inevitable 
tendency i» to produce uncontrolable ex- 
citements, and to weaken even the imper- 
feet barriers which these informal courts 
interpose between the fury of the commu- 
nity, and the right of every man charged 
with erme toa calm and dispassionate 
trial by a jury of his peers. Who does not 
know that when the next affray shall oceur 
the chances of the alleged criminal, even 
for a form of trial, will have been serious- 
ly diminished by these transactions? Who 
dyes not feel that these proceedings have 
tended to inerense anarchy and bloodshed, 
by leaving men no other alternative but 
to ieveuge their own wrongs, aud the 
wrongs of their friends.

Quartz Crushing, — Its .Dificulties and 
How to Avoid them. 


We beheld a man, surrounded by all 
the comforts of civilization, under the pro- 
tection of the laws, happy in the society 
of friends and piobably the beloved centre 
of a home, around which all, the dearest 
emotions and, aspirations of his heart 
cluster. We say such a mau is to be 
envied. He is a farmer, whose broad 
acies “laugh with a Harvest”? on the 
prairies of Himos; he is a merchant, 
whose store houses are reflected in the 
Missouri; perchance in fertilé Iowa oi 
wooded Wisconsin he pursues the com- 
fortable and even tenor of his way. We 
look upon him with a pleasurable emotion 
and in patriotic zeal exclaim, “Can there 
þe a more contented being than a piosper- 
ous American citizen? ” 

But there comes a tale of distant aud 
almost maccessible regious, wheie amid 
the mountain peaks, the rocks ghtter with 
gold that requires but the simplest process 
to extract. Our comfortable and con- 
tented friend becomes restless ; he no 
longer enjoys his daily ease and luxuries , 
and finally we behold him abandoning his 
household gods, for he cannot resist that

He crosses a long and dieary desert, fol- 
lowing on foot his slow-paced oxen ; feeds 
en such diet ashe would not give the 
vel iest beggar at his door at home, sleeps 
upon the haid ground, and finally after 
weeks of toil and privation reaches his 
destination. He has invested a large 
capital in expensive machinery and outfit, 


-and now expends bravely yet more to erect 


his mll aud prepare foi active operations. 
He hves day after day in such style and 
with such sutroundings as make him doubt 
his very identity Does not such a man 
excite our interest and applause? We 
pomt him out as an example of enter prise, 
self-denial and peiseverance, and chal- 
lenge the world to admire him as a 
character peculia and yndigenous to our 
county, whom no terrors or hardships 
can subdae. A 

The mill is finished ; the white steam 
curls up gracefully in the morning air, 
the active piston moves, the quartz is 
thrown into the batteries and the heavy 
stamps with untiring energy perform their 
labor All goes merrtly and our hero re- 
moves from his impromptu furnace his 
first retort; his assistants and friends 
cluster around shading then eyes in antici- 
pation of the glittering mass. With tremu- 
lous hands he removes the lid and peers 
in. There dawns a bland astonishment 
ou his face and upon those around; the 
retort contains naught, or perhaps a piece 
of white, dull metal iesembling a mass of 
Banca un. That unlucky recipient of 
magic coin in our fairy lore, who finds 
his lucre transformed to withered leaves 
cannot feel a greater sinking of the heart. 

Our hero is downcast but nervously con- 
tinues his labors another day; the result 
is the same, or perhaps he obtains a little 
lum of impure gold, worth at most a few 
paltry dollars. He imprecates the country, 
anathematises his mull, the quartz, his 
mercury, and in lucid moments strives to 
veenll from his aglicultural or mercantile 
experiences something that will assist his

solves to sell his mill and employs his elo- 
quence and powers of invention in such 
fabulous tales of wondrous day’s praduc- 
tions, that the most eredulous mind stag- 
gets beneath them; and m his hours of 
retirement finds no resource butin debili- 
tating regret and paraxysms of despar 
and cursing. " i ' 

Can this be the man on whom we gazed 
with pride and exultation as the gieat ex- 
empler of our national enterprise? A 
little misfortune-—a slight awakening from 
the feverish dieam of fortunes accumulat- 
ing with the weeks, and he has yielded to 
impotent rage; the fierce ambition that 
spmied him on though hardships and 
privations has wilted beneath the frosts 
of a few disappomtments; bis love of fair 
dealing rs gone, and he does not shrink 
fiom deliberately weaving a snare foi his 
neighbor. 

We have limned no fancy sketch , such 
men there are in the mountains, and we 
indulge the hope that their discouragement 
and its unpleasant symptoms will yield to 
the medicament of common sense. Ifa 
man in similar situation and circumstances 
had resolved to risk his fortune by erecting

mously adopted in the following form * 


Whereas the Government of the United. State. 
has failed and neglected to furnish us with any 
government for our defence, protection or support, 
and whereas the late scenes of violence nnd blood 
shed enacted in our midst, hase fully consinee | 
us of the stern and absolute necessity of uniting 
together in the formation and support of some 
uniform and universally applicable rules of law, 
which «hall ard us the protection and support 
we so greatly need, 

Therefore, Lesolred, That we will unite with om 
fellow citizens ot all portions of the Goll Region 
in the hearty mapper of any just, praodcal and 
uniform system of laws upon which the people 
may agree, = MALE 

Resulved, That we will also unite With the rest of 
the Gold Region in forming a state government at 
the earliest pravticable moment. 


After a vote requesting the publication 
of the praceedings in all the papers of the 
Gold Region, the meeting adjourned.

The Overland Masi from Sr. Louis, which 
ierivéd on thd 24th, brought 15,000 letters 
=the largest number ever received hy that 
route. à i 

The telegraph posts are nearly all ùp as 
far ns Los Angelos, on the Butterfield, or 
El Paso route, and the wires ure to be 
stretched within. two weeks. The dis- 
tunce is 480 miles from San Francisco. 
On the Enst end the wires extend to Fort 
Smith, Arkansas, between 400 and 500 
miles West of St. Loms. 

Between twenty and thirty tons of nil- 
ver ore from the Washoe mines are now 
ou the way to San Francisco. The ship- 
ments ure How regular, afan average rate 
of more than a hundred tons per mouth. 
New silver mints have been discovered in 
the eastern borders of Tulare county, 
towards the Owens Luke region. Speci- 
mens brought to San Francisco, have as- 
sayed as high us $2,000 per ton 

In addition. to. the hundied revolvers 
heretofore supplied, sixty rifles, together 
with the necessary ammunition, have been 
furnished by the proper military officers 
in Utah, to the Pony Express riders, for 
dofence agaittst the Indians,

Since my ndvent in the mines I have been 
quite unwell from the effects either of the 
rarity of the atmosphere which I have in- 
haled, or the density of the liquors which 
I.haven't. However beneficial the afflic- 
tion muy prove morally, it has seriously 
interfered. with sight-seeing and news- 
gathering. d 

The quartz mills, of which I have vis- 
ited but a few, are on the average doing 
fairly. The trouble with many of them is 
the want of experience in the managers. 
Many men seem to think that anybody can 
carry ou a farm, edit a newspaper, or 1un 
a quartz mill It is easy enough to crush 
the rock, but very difficult to save the 
precious metal, and only learned after 
many experiments. The Rock Island 
mill is, as far as I can learn, doing the 
best of all. The gentleman under whose 
personal! supervision it was constructed, 
and who is now running it, was for seven 
years engaged in quartz-mining in Califor- 
nia. Messrs. Langley, Lee & Evans, are 
sound business men, and ‘noblemen of na- 
ture.“ Isaw fourteen pounds of amalgam, 
worth upwards of seven hundred dollars, 
taken from in front of the mortars, 
above the tables, ufter a thirty hours’ run. 
They are using quartz from thé Gunnell 
Lead—the same. that furnished the rock 
for Swarthwout’s mill in the fine yield of 
Tuesday. If the Rock Island mill does 
not, make money, or does not yield a large 
amount of the material to make money of, 
Lcannot tell the reason.

Hill Exploung Expedition, arrived in Col. 
orado City, on Thursday, the 16th mst., 
thus dispelling by ocular proof the exch- 
ing apprehensions that the party bad been 
cut off by the Indians, They were re- 
ceived with distinguished consideration by 
the citizens of Colorudo, and the evening 
of their arrival was celebrated with ap- 
propriate festivities, The report of the 
route fiom Leavenworth to Colorada, is 
most favorable; according to one of our 
correspondents, they pronounce it ‘the 
best 10ad in the world.“ 

Mr James Brown, the Engineer of the 
Expedition, gives the following brief but 
satisfactory report:

The Route Excellent and Much Shorter 
than the Platte or Arkansas. 


Denver City, August 26th, 1860. 
Editors of the Mountaineer: 

Below, please find communication in 
regard to the Smoky Hill Expedition, It 
was at first my intention to say as little as 
possible about the route until my report 
was laid before the Executive Committee 
of the Leavenworth City Council on.the 
Smoky Hill Road; but finding, that a 
number of false rumors have been circu- 
lated, I thought it best to publish the cor- 
rect distance along the line of mounds 
which are thrown up on the route. 

As regards the Indians along the route, 
no one need fear them. It is true, that 
four Kiowas attempted to steal our cattle, 
and after being fired at by the man who 
was herding them, killed and scalped him; 
but this was ina measure our own fault, 
the cattle being nearly half a mile from 
camp. Besides, I have reason to believe, 
that this tribe seldom comes north of the 
Smoky Hill River.

Camp néar Black Squirrell Creek, 
On Road between Denver and Colorado City. 


Having reached camp early this even- 
ing, I shall now endeavor to fullfil my 
promise to let you hear from our expe- 
dition. 

A few miles east of our camp lies a 
chain of, pine covered hills, seventy-two, 
hundred feet above the level of the sea ;. 
here Cherry, Kiowa, Bijou and Beaver 
Creeks have their sources, flow in a north- 
erly direction, and empty into the Platte 
River. On the southern slope of these 
hills, you will find the Sandy Fork of 19 
Arkansns River. Against the eastern side 
of these hills the waves of the great Kan- 
sas prairies break; close to this range and 
a few miles esl of it the country appears 
somewhat broken, the hill-tops covered 
thickly with pine trees, bat gradually this. 
pine disappears, and without any other 
perceptible change, you find yourself on 
the prairie. 

It is well known that the Platte River 
bends in a northwest direction into Ne- 
braska, the Arkansas bends equally far 
south. Neither of these rivers drains any 
great extent of country between their re- 
spective beds, leaving a high divide of roll- 
ing prairie between them. ‘This high land 
slopes with a comparatively heavy fall 
towards eastern Kansas, and is drained by 
the Kaw or Kansas River and its tributa- 
ries the Republican, Solomon's, Saline and 
Smoky Hill Fork. The last fork is the 


most southern and drains the largest scope 


of couutry, and along its left bank lay our 
line of march. 


| It willbe remembered that we had little 

or no rain in Kansas this spring and sum- 
mer; no wonder then, that on the 10th 
day of July last T walked across the bed 
of the Smoky Hill without wetting my 
shoes, thirty miles soutliwest.of the town 
of Salina. Making however a small hole 
with my heel, I found water coursing 
through the gravel or coarse sand, which 
forms the bed of the stream. 

Proceeding on our way we found abun- 
dance of water in creeks tying into. 
Smoky Hil. On the 27th of July we 
reached Big or Cottonwood Grove, hav- 
ing found a good road all the way, and in 
no place up to this point is it over twelve 
miles between water stations. 

The only objection that can be waged 
against our road, is, that it follows the 
meanders of the river too closely, thereby 
lengthening thedistance atleast ten miles. 
This however is no fault: of mine. The 
teams and wagons were not under my con- 
trol, and I found myself powerless. From 
the nature of the whole country, we could 
not, in a dry season, like this, expect to. 
find water in this stream further west; we 
had reached the head of it, finding po less 
than four sand beds of almost equal size, 
euch one of which might lay claim to be 
calledithe main stream. 

Siill, in one of these branches seventeen 
miles west of the Grove, we found water, 
tind here the superintendent, Mrv@reen, 
sunk a well. It was no longer possible to 
proceed directly westand we turned from 
Green's woll,west southwest, and in twen- 
ty-two miles struck the Sandy Fork of the 
Arkansas River, six miles below a small 
cottonwoed grove. 

Following up this stream we proceeded 
in an almost direct line-for Denver City, 
(direct, save the meanderings of the river, 
these, lam sorry to say, we scarce at- 
tempted to wade.) Ninety-nine miles 
from Big Grove we struck the old Ex- 
press road. This we followed to within 
about seventy-one miles of Denver City. 
Here the Superintendent turned off toward 
Colorado City, followed up Beaver Creek, 
crossed the headwaters. of Bijou and 
Kiowa Creeks, and landed us at thie 
point. " 

We have crossed highest,land in Kan- 
sas, east of the Rocky Mountains; in the. 
valleys we have found a luxuriant growth 
ofgreen grass, interspersed with flowers 
of almost every species, giving, tógether 
with the bold front of the spring ridges, 
&lovely and picturesque appearance to 
the whole country, Ail this, I say, have 
we found, but we have not found the 
shortest road to Colorado.Gity. 

The distance to this place, via Green’s 
Route, will be about the same as that.to 
Denver. Relying upon the correctness 
of Green Russell's figures for the last 
eighty miles, the total distance to Denver 
City is 607 1-4 miles. This distance can 
he shortened nearly twenty miles, but I 

doubt whether the expedition will return 
over the route. 

However, ours is one hundred miles 
shorter than either the Platte or the Ar- 
kangas route ; we have found abundance: 
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of water and grass, and wood and fuel 
more than sufficient fer camping purposes. 
We have found a first rate road, and so 
far the expedition is a complete success, 
I shall return as soon as I can, (1f possible 
via Smoky Hill Fork,) and lay my maps 
and report before the Executive Commit- 


tee.

JAMES A. GORDON CAPTURED, ! 


HLY INTERESTING ACCOUNT OF HIS PURSUIT 
AND CAPTURE BY WM. I. MIDDAUGW.

LEAVENWORTH Crry, Aug, 21st, 1860. 

It is with great satisfaction that I feel 
die to announce to you the successful 
pursuit and ari est of the double murder- 
a, James A, Gordon, by Mr. Wn, H. 
iddaugh, the Sheriff of your county. 
The sibjoined account of the exciting 
chase and ultimate capture, and the happy 
coincidence of circumstances, that enabled 
the pursuers to accomplish ther purpose, 
furnishes a marked illustration of the 
truth, that justice, although sometimes 
slow, but sure to overtake the evil doer in 
the end. Mr. Middaugh deserves gicat 
praise for the promptness and enerzy he 
displayed in the fulfilment of his wksome 
and dangerous mission. The loss of sleep 
and fatigue ineidental to the restless pur- 
suit, did not arrest his course a single mo- 
ment, until the object of his tireless exei- 
tons was fully obtamed. In less than six 
days he tracked the murderer over one 
hund ed and seventy-five miles, m rested him, 
brought him to tliis place, safely lodged 
him in jail, where he now hes heavily 
ironed. I trust the eitizens. of Denver 
will reward the faithful vindientors of the 
reputation of then sity in a substantial 
manner. 

Mr, Middaugh airived here by Express 
last night a week ago. Having procured 
a wanüut from Judge Pettit, and a special 
comnussion a» Deputy U. S. Marshall, he 
started on tho follow tag afternoou in com- 
pany with Deputy Marshall Armotrong, for 
the Arkausas route, along which he knew 
Gordon to be traveling with a return train 
of forty wagons, fiom New Mexico. 

He struck the Sinta Fe road on Wedn- 
esday ufternoon, at 5 P, M., near Wil- 
mington, and afte: following it for only 
five miles, he eame up with the very tiam 
he wanted to meet! On inquiry, ! 
learned, however, that Gordon had left 
the train at Turkey Creek and started in 
a southern direction toward Fort Gibson, 
in the Cherokee country, in company with 
four men, traveling with two mules and 
two horses hitched to a wagon Mr. M. 
at once continued pursuit though. Bur- 
lingame to Otrumway and Coffee county, 
K. T. There he found thut G. had left 
the wagon, and was traveling on alone. 

Without -topping, Mr. M, kept on his 
track after pioeuring. a fresh team, and 
traced him to Burlington. Arriving at 
this place he found that Gordon was just 
about.one day's travel ahead of him. Se- 
curing the nesistance of the Sheriff of 
Coffee county, Mr. Middangh proceeded 
to the town of Leroy. Here he found 
that Gordon had stopped over night. 
Next he traced G. to the town of lola. 
There he lost his trail partially, but recov- 
ered it by accidentally meeting a man who 
stated that a persen answering Gordon's 
description was in the town of Humboldt, 
about fifteen miles south of Tola, at the 
time the informant left it, for the purpose 

of having: a surgical operation upon an 

ulcer on his right cheek performed. Mr. 

M. immediately pushed on again, and on 

arriving in Humboldt learned that the 
‘party he was after had left about half an 

tour before. Continuing the pursuit with 

a sharp fook-out ahead, Mr. Middaugh 

discovered a man on the roadside grazing 

a mule, when within about two miles of 

the town. Knowing that Gordon would 

recognize him at once and resist desper- 
ately, Mr. M. caused the carriage to stop 
when within ten rods of tho individual, 
whom he had recognized as: Gol don on 
coming nearer, At his suggestion, the 

Sheriff of Coffee county and Deputy 

Armstrong alighted and moved afoot 

toward Gordon. Both had guns loaded 

with buck shot, which they cocker as they 
adyanced. Gordon, in the mean time had 
become alaimed, and was just about un- 
picketing his mule, when be was covered 
; With the guns, and told to drop his arms 
and surrender; knowing that the slightest 
move for his weapons would result in his 
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being shot down, he pronounced himself 
ready to follow his captors.

as he was covered with the guns, took a 
large and small revolver from him, and 
then pinioned his arms, Gordon demand- 
ed his authority, when he read the war- 
rant issued by Judge Pettit, to him. He 
was then taken to the next blacksmith 
shop, where double irons were put on him. 

The prisoner appeared thunderstrack, 
as omhearing the command to surrender, 
a ileathlike paleness covered his counte- 
nance and every nerve seemed to be 
trembling. His courage left him com- 
pletely, and he willingly followed the offi- 
cers to this place. He told Mr. M that he 
had not the slightest apptchension of pur- 
suit, and that he had felt peifeetly secure 
from the moment he had turned off the 
Santa Fe road, 

On arriving here the prisoner was taken 
before Judge Pettit, who committed him 
full * r p 

Mr. Middaugh had been assured by the 
U. S. Marshal that no obstacle would be 
interposed to his return to Denver with 
the prisoner. He now feels greatly moi- 
tifiel at the violation of his promise, which 
will result in his being tried here, where 
the imperfections of the Territorial code 
of laws render a conviction hy no means 
certain,

The Smoky Hill Route, 


We give elsewhere an interesting letter 
and report from. O. M. Tennison, Esq., 
Engineer of the exploring expedition re- 
cently sent up the Smoky Hill Route, un- 
der the auspices of the Leavenworth City 
Council. The expedition was somewhat 


eilsarrassed by the fact that it was placed 
under two leaders instead of one, Our 
Leavenworth friends should have remem- 
bered.that with two commanders to one 
army, there is always disaffaction both in 
camp and council, 

Nevertheless, the expedition, upon the 
whole, is a complete success. It is obvi- 
ous from a glance at the map, that the 
course of the Smoky Hill River leads far 
more directly from the Gold Region 
toward the Missouri at Leavenworth, 
Atchison, St. Joseph and Kansas City, 
than that of any other stream, and this 
survey has demonstrated that a most ex- 
cellent road, with abundance of wood and 
water, can be constructed up its valley at 
avery slight expense. The road will fork 
about seventy miles East of Denver, one 
branch leading to Colorado City, the 
South Park, the Arkansasdiggings and all 
the Southern mines, and the other to Den- 
ver, Golden City, Boulder, the Gregory 
Diggings and all the Northern mines, 

By the route followed by the expedition, 
the distance from Leavenworth to Colo- 
rado and Denver issix hundred and seven 
miles; but Mr, Tennison is entirely con- 
fident that by an excellent road, eutirely 
without hills, and amply supplied with 
wood, water and grass, Colorado City 
can be reached from Leavenworth in five 


hundred and eighty miles, and Denver in 


five hundred and ninety miles. 

The people of Leavenworth and the 
Kansas valley have commenced an excel- 
lent work, which, if properly carried out 
will prove of great advantage both to 
themselves and the whole Pike's Peak re- 
gion, We trust that they possess suf- 
ficient enterprise to perfect it promptly, 
by the immediate opening of the road for 
travel and transportation.

The Assay Office of F. F. Sherman, 
formerly of New York city is now in full 
blast, and is a great convenience to the 
citizens, more particularly the mill-own- 
eis. Mi, Sherman will take the amalgam 
asit comes from the mill, retort it, and 
if desired run the gold into ingots of 
one, ‘five, ten, and twenty dollars, av Jai ger 
if necessary. 

In my last letter, I referred to the meet- 
ing of the citizens, held for the purpose 
of taking the vote on a State Orgnniza- 
tion, and said there was to be an adjourned 
meeting held last week. There was none, 
however; and at the appointed hour there 
was scarcely a corporal’s guard in attend- 
ance. As far as I am concerned, and 1 
believe I speak the sentiments of a large 
number of the citizens, although not in 
the majority, I sHould be in favor of al- 
most any kind of government which would 
give us a better administration of justice 
than we now obtain at the hands of Min- 
eis’ Couits. The past few weeks’ expe- 
rience has convinced me that the chance 
a man has of obtaining even-handed jus- 
tice iu the Miners’ Couits is small indeed; 
and I never was so much convinced of the 
truth of that wise judges remark that 
* God foreknew every thing excepting the 
verdict of a petit jury.’ There being no 
higher vourt than the Miners’ Courts 
there is no appeal ; and we all sigh for 
a Territorial, or other government of 
some kind, which will 1egulate in some 
degree the errors of law and the pers 
version of justice which now prevail so 
universally. 

Buildings are going up in great num- 
hers all over this gulch ; some very nice 
houses and stores are up already, and 
more finishing. 

A great many have left the gulch within 
the past ten days for the states, and many 
more are pieparing to follow. Sull, a large 
number are making arrangements to win- 
ter in the mountams. There are a great 
many sick, mountain fever being the pre- 
valling disease. Weather is getting cool, 
aod every thing shows the near approach 
of Fall. * VERITAS.

Quartz Mining in Russell’s Gulch. 

Twssznnt District, Aug. 25, 1860. 
Editors vf the Mountaineer . 

I see, upon perusal of your valuable 
paper, that you take a deep interest m 
quartz mining, and thinking that a few 
lines from this district may he of interest 
to your readers, I take the liberty of send- 
ing them to you for publication. 

There are now, I believe, six mills at 

the-head of Russell’s Gulch; only two of 
them, however, we as yet in operation, 
those of Mr. Dan. Davis, and the Freeport 
Mining Company. Mr. Davis's mill, 
with six stamps is working finely, crush- 
ing quaitg froin the Topeka and Leaven- 
worth leads. After a sixty hours’ run I 
saw themvretert 5816,00. The Freeport 
mill is working weil, but 1 am not able to 
say how they are domg They obtain 
water from the Consolidated Ditch, and 
from the gulch. Mr. Cuddy’s St. Louis 
Mill is nearly ready!to commerce opera- 
tions. 
, The Leavenwortli-and Topeka leads 
ave very vith; the gold ‘being! Visible In a 
great deat of ‘the quartz. Tho Keystone 
lead. is also attracting much attention,

| observethat you solicit communica- 
tions fiom. quartz miners, detailing their 
experience, and I am willing to contribute 
the result of.my experience for the benefit 
of the inexperienced. . 

In order to more readily save the gold 
I advise the use of.copper plates, prepaid 
as follows: First clean the plate with 
vinegar and salt, robbing it thoroughly 
with a cloth ; wash it perfeetly clean with 
pure water; thon moisten it thoroughly 
with sulphuric acid, and apply you quick- 
silver and cout the plate well, I have 
found this the best system to: pnreue, 

The impurity of the quicksilver ts a 
great drawback in saving the gold. The 
best method’ of purifying it, that I have 
found, is as follows .—to fifty pounds of 
quicksilver placed in an dron pan, add 
about half an ounce of mitrie acid 5 stir at 
well, and you will find that it will consume 
all. the impurities. Repeat the process 
frequently, as the quicksilver becomes im- 
pure from use. 

Gulch mwng in this district is progress- 
ing quietly, ‘The Leavenworth, Graham, 
and Davenport gulches are yielding fairly. 

The laws of this district have been le- 
cently revised, and many alterations made, 
which 1 beleve give good satisfaction, 
One law was passed mahing ull claims 
real estate, to be held the same as other 
landed property. A regular Miners’ Cout 
has been established, in. place of the im- 
promptu courts heretofore held, and Mr. 
Thos. Butler chosen Judge Mr. Whit- 
ney has been elected president of the 
district.

Editors of the Mountamecr . | 

I embrace the earliest opportunity to 
give you some account of our silver 
mountains. After attending to some m- 
terests in the Quandary District, I ex- 
amined ores from some of the other dis- 
coveries, and found many of them to com- 
pare fayorably with the specimens assayed 
by Mr. Card, of Denver * There me 
now eight or ten new discoveries within 
ten or fifteen miles of the mam Jeuk 
This mountain 13 west of the range dis 
viding the waters of the Platte from those 
of tbe Blue, being on tho summit of the 
mountains, with the Platte on the Hast, 
the Arkansay on the South, and the Blue 
on the Northwest. 

I send you a rough plat of the district, 
including nearly all the late di-eoveries, 
with the watercourses. I nlbo send the 
Constitution and By-laws of our district.

Visit to Colorado. 

The Junior Editor hag just returned 
from a visit to the above locality. Two 
months ago we firstgazed upon the South- 
ern metropolis of Jefferson, and last week 
found it“ O, how changed.” At oui first 
call the town site was dotted with log 
houses, well-built, and many of them com- 
modious; there were but two or three 
frame houses in the city, no saw-mulls 
having then gore into operation. "There 
are now two mills to furnish them with 
umber, one being in the town limits, and 
an alteration fo: the better can be seen at 
a glance. Several spacious frame struc- 
tures have been completed, and many of 
the log buildings have put on “ respecta- 
ble fronts.“ The stores are supplied 
with well-selected stocks of goods and our 
mining friends towards the South cannot 
do better than to patronize the Colorado 
merchants. 

The recent opening of the Smoky Hill 
road from Leavenworth to Colorado will 
add much to its importance. 

Among its natural advantages may be 
mentioned its fine level site, its pure and 
cool water from the Fontaine qui Boutle, 
its proximity to the Peak, and the Soda 
Springs, the magnificence of the surround- 
ing scenery, and the fertility and richness 
of the soil. As an illustration of the lat- 
ter, we dined, on Saturday last, on boiled 
corn, of which the seed was planted June 
28th, Some fine eara haye been gathered 
which were but six weeks from the seed. 


ASCENT OF PIKE'S PEAK. 


While in that region we ascended 
Pike’s Peak, in fulfillment of a vow we 
made when first reaching (the territory. 
Accompanied by A. S. Cobb, Esq, of 
Colorado, a “little man in specs,” and a 
genial and lively companion, we trudged 
from the Springs to the summit of the 
Peak, carrying, the greater part of the 
way, a bundle of blankets and provisions 
that seemed kinder heavy.“ 

From the top of this mountain is proba- 
bly one of the finest views on the conti- 
nent. To the East the Great American 
Desert“ stretches out, looking not unlike 
the ocean when gazed upon fiom a prom- 
ontory. The course of the 1iveis and 
smaller streams can be plainly traced for 
a great distance. The Platte, the Arkan- 
sis, and all their head tributaries can thus 
be followed until they dwindle to mere 
threads, and are lost in “ye dim distance,” 
A dark expanse, like cloud-shadows on a 
barren plain shows the position of the 
pineries. Long, narrow stretches of sand, 
like chalk marks on a billiard table, extend 
here and there across the prairie in 
Strange contrast with the green wavy 
Mines that maik the meanderings af the 
streams, In the North and South, monn- 
. tains fill the limit of vision, Long’s Peak 
being the Northern, and the Spanish 
Peaks the opposite bound. Away in the 
west.

by dark forests — pearls set in emeralds. 
As the beholder turns his eyes from East, 
to West, and from West to Enst, first 
gazing at the brond prairie, and unon at 
the rugged mountains, the grandeur and 
magnificence of the scene are fully ap- 
preciated, from thp immensity of the con- 
trast. 

The ascent of Pike’s Peak is one of the 
most tedious and fatiguing of pleasure 
excursions, but the persevering and stc- 
cessful who attempt it aro amply repaid 
for all their toil by the great extent and 
beauty of the view from the summit. But 
we could not be persuaded to attempt it a 
second time, We have talked with sev- 
éral who have made the wip, and find 
them agreed that for once to pack blank- 
ets and provisions sufficient for a two 
days’ tour through arough, almost untrav- 
eled and untravelable mountain? canon, 
and breathe thin, very thin jutr, is amply 
enough.
